W hen the history of the great stock 
transactions is written the story of 
Granite Mountain must occupy a fore­ 
most place.

later 25 cents, and soon the monthly 
dividendt? 'eaped to 50 cents a sh,Hre, 
and stock rose to $50. 
The astonishing 
sum of $-00,000 a month was distribu^.ed 
in St. Louis until the sum reached 
$12,120.000. 


Men went w’ild. 
L. M. and Moses 
Hurasey are today millionaires from 
the transaction. The immense granite 
block occupying an entire square on 
W ashington avenue, the most palatial 
residence in the city, and a huge block 
of Third National bank stock represent 
the dividend which Granite Mountain 
gave to ,T. W. Lionberger. 
McClure 
himself, w’ho is said to have walked the 
streets of St. Louis on his uppers, 
hawking his stock at 10 cents, is today 
an owner of the Laclede building on 
Olive and occupies an elegant home in 
Vandevcrter Place. 
From a few hun­ 
dreds invested August Kwing was able 
to resign a $3,000 position and is spend­ 
ing his days in elegant luxury. 
The 
Bank of Commerce sei/ed the stock 
once owned by Fdwin Harrison, from 
the proceeds of which tney increased 
the bank’s cai'ital from $200,000 to $1.- 
OOO.OUO. bouglit the valuable corner on 
Broadw'ay and Olive and erected there­ 
on the most magnilicent otiice building 
in the city. Numberless otiicrs, clerks, 
mechanics and housemaids, were swept 
into a life of independence and luxury 
on the stream ot wealth that tlowcil 
from the Granite Mountain. 


These things, strange almost beyond 
belief, have come to pass in our own 
day 
and generation. There i.i yet 
more treasure in the earth than has 
been taken out. 
Other mines 
like 
Anaconda, Quincy, Copper Queen and 
Homestake allorded the same oppor­ 
tunity and have given wealth lo thou­ 
sands.
